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School Committee discusses need 
for security cameras on school 
grounds to keep students safe

WILMINGTON — At their 
recent’ meeting, the School 
Committee began discus- 
sions-of the possibility of po- 
tentially installing security 
cameras outside of school 
buildings in the future. 

. “We had a parent who had 
contacted the School Com- 
mittee looking to discuss the 
- possibility of the potential 
: installation of security cam- 
eras to the outside of school 
buildings. There was an inci- 
dent that she had witnessed 
at the Shawsheen and she 
felt: that security cameras 
might have deterred this par- 
ticular incident. It wasn’t 
vandalism, it was a young 
persor doing something that 
they probably shouldn’t have 
been doing,” explained School 
Committee Chair Steve 
Bjork.- 

Schdel Committee Vice 
Chair Julie Broussard was the 
person. who originally spoke 
to the concerned parent. 
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“I did explain that this is 
not just a topic or. a decision 
that the School Committee 
would make by ourselves. 
There are multiple stake- 
holders that would need to 
share their input, certainly 
the town, fire, and the Police 
Department would be in- 
volved,” she said. 

Broussard also mentioned 
that other municipalities in 
Massachusetts have internal 
and external cameras and 
that the current policy in 
Wilmington that was adopt- 
ed in 2013 states that “secu- 
rity cameras may be placed 
at various locations at each 
school including the main 
entrance, other entrance 
and exit locations, parking 
areas and field areas.” 

“T have to say I think it is a 
good discussion to start, just 
because it offers a layer of 
security for our schools and 
keeping our staff and our 
students safe during the 
school day. I think if it can 
add a ‘layer of that, that 
would be a great advan- 
tage,” said Committee mem- 
ber MJ Byrnes. “They’re not 
to parent and they’re not to 
dissuade behaviors it’s safe- 
ty, vandalism, property, I 
think it’s written in the poli- 
cy as well that we have a 
financial stake in our build- 
ings, our grounds, our play- 
grounds. On that note, I 
would very much be inter- 
ested in continuing that con- 
versation, but I know it’s not 


just a simple conversation 
or a simple decision, there 
are factors like police who 
are monitoring, there are 
personnel questions, there’s 
a whole barrage of things.” 

Since the town maintains 
the school buildings and 
would be responsible for 
installation of security cam- 
eras, Interim Superinten- 
dent Paul Ruggiero reached 
out to the Town Manager for 
some feedback. 

“I did reach out to the Town 
Manager just to talk a little 
bit, and it’s bigger than just 
the schools. I mean, it’s a 
school/town project, if we 
even decide to go that route. 
There’s a cost component, 
there’s a monitoring compo- 
nent, there’s a big brother 
component. We have security 
in our buildings, we have card 
readers, badges to get in, the 
high school does have some 
cameras outside but that was 
part of the project, we have 
cameras inside the buildings 
so that when visitors come in 
they get buzzed in and we see 
them, so we do have securi- 
ty,” said Ruggiero. 

Ruggiero also pointed out 
some important questions. 

“There’s a wiring infra- 
structure issue, there’s reso- 
lution, and what are we try- 
ing to protect? Because we 
don’t have a lot of, and I 
would be one of the first to 
find out, vandalism of the

WILMINGTON — The 
School Committee provid- 
ed an update on the super- 
intendent search at their 
first meeting of the 2017- 
2018 school year. 

At their June 28 meeting 
specifically dedicated to 
the superintendent search, 
the committee decided that 
they would be using a 
search firm to aid them 
during this search, which 
was a discussion they con- 
tinued on Wednesday night. 

“T think the market is 


very different from what it ° 


was four years ago with all 
of the openings that we 
have in the state this year 
at present, so we sent out, 
with Ken’s (Storlazzi, Di- 
rector of Human Resour- 
ces for Wilmington Public 
Schools) help, an RFP to a 
number of firms. Ken did a 
little bit of research on 
firms that are active here 
in Massachusetts, and we 
got responses from all but 
one. One of the firms was 
actually not able to take on 
any new projects, which I 
think also gives us an idea 
of what we’re facing as far 
as a market, so we have 
those proposals,” said 
School Committee Chair 
Steve Bjork. 

He also mentioned that 


they would be forming a 
sub-committee later in the 
conversation of three 
School Committee mem- 
bers who would look 
through the proposals and 
recommend a firm to the 
full committee. 

Vice Chair Julie Brous- 
sard mentioned that she 
was not able to attend the 
June discussion but that 
after looking through the 
minutes for the meeting 
wanted to offer some com- 
ments on how the process 
worked for the search four 
years ago since she was 
point person at the time. 

“We did use a search firm 
four years ago, at the time 
we did choose MASC, but 
there was a process we 
went through before we 
made that decision, and I 
ean kind of reflect for 
everyone what we had 
done. At the time we had a 
sub-committee of three 
members of the School 
Committee, it happened to 
be myself, Mr. Mulas, and 
a former member, Leslee 
Quick. 

“We went through a simi- 
lar process of putting out a 
request for proposals 
(RFP) and got three in 
response, the three that we 
looked at were NESDEC, 
MASC, and Future Man- 
agement Systems, so two of 
the same that we’re look- 
ing at again this time,” 


said Broussard. 

She noted that the sub- 
committee at the time had 
recommended MASC, it 
was voted on in public, and 
that was the firm they had 
used. 

At the June meeting, 
committee member Jenn 
Bryson cautioned using a~. 
search firm or headhun- 
ter/recruiter who would 
just look in their network 
and pull in people they 
already know, a sentiment 
that she echoed during 
this discussion. 

Broussard agreed stat- 
ing, “If we are going to pay 
a fee for service I would 
expect a real in depth 
search. I’d be looking for a 
firm that would be able to 
directly source candidates; 
so go into those districts 
that have a superstar su- 
perintendent and entice 
them out to be one of our 
candidates. I don’t want 
somebody who is just go- 
ing to look at the pool of 
people that are in their 
network and send out the 
postcards to the same 50 
people who have already. 
been sent postcards.” 

Committee member MJ 
Byrnes then posed the 
question whether or not to 
look outside of Massachu- 
setts for a candidate and 
what that would look like.

¢ 53.5 cents per mile for business miles driven, down 


from 54 cents for 2016 


¢ 17 cents per mile driven for medical or moving 
purposes, down from 19 cents for 2016 


¢ 14 cents per mile driven in service of charitable organ- 


izations 


The business mileage rate decreased half a cent per mile 
and the medical and moving expense rates each dropped 2 
cents per mile from 2016. The charitable rate is set by statute 
and remains unchanged. The standard mileage rate for busi- 
ness is based on an annual study of the fixed and variable 
costs of operating an automobile. The rate for medical and 
moving purposes is based on the variable costs. 

Taxpayers always have the option of calculating the actual 
costs of using their vehicle rather than using the standard 


mileage rates. 


A taxpayer may not use the business standard mileage rate 
for a vehicle after using any depreciation method under the 
Modified Accelerated Cost Recovery System (MACRS) or 
after claiming a Section 179 deduction for that vehicle. In ad- 
dition, the business standard mileage rate cannot be used for 
more than four vehicles used simultaneously.

Hurricane Irma could be coming; be prepared

Considering that the me- 
dia has already been whip- 
ped into a frenzy by one of 
the greatest natural disas- 
ters ever to strike the US in 
Hurricane Harvey, many of 
you have more than likely 
already received word that 
there may be yet another 
major hurricane poised to 
pose a threat next week. 

It had been 12 years since 
our nation had last been 
impacted by a major hurri- 
cane prior to Harvey; how- 
ever, Hurricane Irma, cur- 
rently positioned out in the 
central Atlantic, may dem- 


onstrate just how danger- . 


ous regression to the mean 
can be as she threatens to 
become the second in just 
about a two week span to 
strike the nation. 
Hurricane Irma is cur- 
rently a category three hur- 
ricane with maximum sus- 
tained winds of 115mph; 
however, it is forecasted to 
continue to intensify once 
some internal — proces- 


ses/restructuring is com- 
pleted, and could ultimately 
grow even more large and 
intense than category four 
Hurricane Harvey. This is 
the portion of the forecast 
that is very high confi- 
dence, but unfortunately, 
unlike with respect to 
Harvey, it is not at all clear 
where the system will track 
in the very long term. This 
means that a large portion 
of the east coast, perhaps 
even here in Eastern Mass, 
could potentially be serious- 
ly impacted. But it did not 
always appear that way. 
Irma developed in the 
vicinity of the Cape Verde 
islands, just off of the west 
coast of Africa, which is a 
point of origin from which 
only five percent of tropical 
systems have gone on to 
make landfall in the United 
States. Needless to say, we 
here at Eastern Mass Wea- 
ther favored a rather benign 
life cycle for Irma at its 
inception; however, an ano- 
malously strong upper level 
ridge has since began to ex- 
ert a more westerly, or per- 


haps eventually even south 
of west influence on Irma. 
This has made an eventual 
US landfall a more viable 
option in our eyes and guid- 
ance has reflected that. 

Be that as it may, any 
potential impact from Irma 
on US soil is over one week 
away, and potentially as 
much as 10 days away, 
which is an absolutely ludi- 
crous amount of time with- 
in the context of weather 
forecasting. There also 
remains a very real, albeit 
decreasing likelihood that 
a dip in the jet stream over 
the center of the country 
could veer Irma back sea- 
ward very late in the game. 

Regardless, we here at 
Eastern Mass Weather feel 
as though the proverbial 
"goal posts" are just begin- 
ning to narrow, so to speak. 

At this great of a lead time 
it is unwise to focus on any 
single model run, as many of 
you have probably already 
been exposed to the random 
end-of-world "dooms day” 
scenarios of some guidance, 
but the more prudent course 


of action is to focus on the 
mean of an envelop of solu- 
tions derived from a great 
deal of nuanced "ensem- 
bles." This helps garner.a 
more smoothed, tamer and 
ultimately a more realistic 
portrayal of what may PP 
tentially transpire.

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Beware of fake Hurricane Harvey charity scams

The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice has warned about possi- 
ble fake charity scams emer- 
ging due to Hurricane Har- 
vey, and encourages taxpay- 
ers to seek out recognized 
charitable groups for their 
donations. 

While there has been an 
enormous wave of support 
across the country for the 
victims of Hurricane Har- 
vey, people should be aware 
of criminals who look to 
take advantage of this gen- 
erosity by impersonating 
charities to get money or 
private information from 
well-meaning taxpayers. 
Such fraudulent schemes 
may involve contact by tele- 
phone, social media, e-mail 
or in-person solicitations. 


Criminals often send 
emails that steer recipients 
to bogus websites that 
appear to be affiliated with 
legitimate charitable caus- 
es. These sites frequently 
mimic the sites of or use 
names similar to those of 
legitimate charities, or 
claim to be affiliated with 
legitimate charities in order 
to persuade people to send 
money or provide personal 
financial information that 
can be used to steal identi- 
ties or financial resources. 

IRS.gov has the tools peo- 
ple need to quickly and easi- 
ly check the status of chari- 
table organizations. 

The IRS cautions people 
wishing to make disaster- 
related charitable donations 
to avoid scam artists by fol- 
lowing these tips: 

¢ Be sure to donate to rec- 


ognized charities. 

e Be wary of charities with 
names that are similar to fa- 
miliar or nationally known or- 
ganizations. Some phony cha- 
rities use names or websites 
that sound or look like those of 
respected, legitimate organi- 
zations. The IRS website at 
IRS.gov has a search feature, 
Exempt Organizations Select 
Check, through which people 
may find qualified charities. 
Donations to these charities 
may be tax-deductible. 

¢ Don’t give out personal 
financial information — such 
as Social Security numbers 
or credit card and bank 
account numbers and pass- 
words — to anyone who solic- 
its a contribution. Scam ar- 
tists may use this informa- 
tion to steal a donor’s identi- 
ty and money. 

e Never give or send cash. 


For security and tax record 
purposes, contribute by check 
or credit card or another way 
that provides documentation 
of the donation. sae. 


e Consult IRS Publieation 4 


526, Charitable Contributions, 
available on IRS.gov.- This 
free booklet describes the tax 
rules that apply to making 
legitimate tax-deductible do- 
nations.

A desire to serve the edu- 
cational needs of Shawsheen 
students motivates all of the 
newly hired instructors. 
Bryan Ibbitson, a resident of 
Peabody, joins the faculty as 
a history teacher. Ibbitson 
formerly taught at 
Lawrence High School, and 
in addition to his new duties 
in the classroom, he joins 
the athletic staff on the grid- 
iron as the freshmen football 
coach. 

“J like anything that helps 
young people, it’s the same 
thing, to give them the 
power to think on their own 
and make their own deci- 
sions. It’s great to watch 
this process,” he said. 

Two Shawsheen Tech grad- 
uates, Robert McIsaac and 
Kim Barriss, return to their 
alma mater as new teach- 
ers. MclIsaac joins the 
social science faculty as a 
first-year history instructor 
after working for two years 
in the Office of Dean at 
Shawsheen Tech. MclIsaac 
grew up in Wilmington, 
attended Shawsheen, and 
graduated in 2008. Kim 
Barriss graduated from 
Shawsheen in 2012 and re- 
turns to teach biology. Bar- 
riss, who lives in North 
Reading, previously taught 
in Northampton, points to 
the strong community cul- 
ture at Shawsheen Tech as 
the reason she joined the 
faculty. 

“After teaching elsewhere 
for a few years, I came to 
appreciate how different 
the culture is at Shawsheen. 
I really like the community 
aspect of this school, and I 
also like the fact that the 
students have the option to 
go to college or pursue their 
vocation after high school.” 

Shawn Andersen will be 
working with the Dean of 
Students in the position for- 
merly held by MclIsaac. 
Andersen, a resident of 
Tewksbury, brings more 
than 20 years of full-time 
coaching (football and bas- 
ketball), experience along 
with experience as a teach- 
ing assistant at Arlington 
High School. His work with 
young people makes him a 
strong addition to the staff. 

An appreciation for the 


strong community culture 
at Shawsheen is what moti- 
vated Sara Belson, a 
Tewksbury resident, to 
apply for a full-time posi- 
tion in the English 
Department after working 
as a long-term substitute 
teacher last year. Belson 
explains, 

“Tt really struck me how 
welcoming and family like 
the culture is here. The stu- 
dents are excited because 
they have the opportunity to 
explore something that they 
are passionate about and 
therefore they are more en- 
gaged with their academics 
even if it’s not their favorite 
subject. This is what excites 
me about teaching here.” 

All of the new hires men- 
tioned above are assigned 
to an academic department 
and working under the su- 
pervision of Andrea Gobbi, 
Director of Academic Pro- 
grams. The other new in- 
structors will work under 
the supervision of David 
Norkiewicz, Director of Vo- 
cational and Technical Pro- 
grams. Tina Collins and 
Tanya Baron will now form 
the backbone of the Elec- 
tronics / Robotics Shop fac- 
ulty, and they will be assist- 
ed in part by Alexis 
Clement who joins the staff 
as a teaching assistant in 
the pre-engineering pro- 
gram aka Project Lead the 
Way. 

Collins, a resident of 
North Andover, made the 
transition from the world of 
engineering in _ private 
industry to teaching the 
electronics shop at 
Shawsheen Tech. 

Collins said, “The opportu- 
nity to stay in my technical 
field and teach is phenome- 
nal. I’m excited because 
there is a big opportunity in 
electronics. We can show 
students things about what 
they see around them every 
day, such as smart phones, 
smart homes and self-dri- 
ving cars. It’s all electronics 
and it’s a huge thing.” 

Baron, who lives in Med- 
ford, joins Collins in the 
Electronics/Robotics shop 
as a new technical instruc- 
tor. Baron’s roots are in vo- 
cational education. 

“T was a vocational stu- 
dent and got my foundation 


in electronics in high 
school. I went into industry 
and a former teacher 
encouraged me to consider 
teaching,” Baron 
explained. 

She taught at several 
technical high schools then 
including for 16 years at 
Waltham High School. 

As to why she came to 
Shawsheen, Baron said, “I 
was contacted by someone 
on the staff about this open- 
ing and I was impressed by 
the facilities and the culture 
at Shawsheen Tech. People 
here know what vocational 
and technical education is 
all about. This is what I 
wanted.” 

The advanced manufactur- 
ing program at Shawsheen 
has been enhanced by the 
implementation of a pre- 
engineering curriculum 
known as Project Lead the 
Way (PLTW). This curricu- 
lum, first introduced in the 
Fall of 2016, is being expand- 
ed and supported by a new 
teaching assistant to work 
with the current PLTW fac- 
ulty. 

Alexis Clement has been 
hired as a teaching assistant 
to teach Principles of En- 
gineering. Clement has 
more than 20 years of expe- 
rience in engineering in pri- 


-vate industry and worked for 


several years as an engineer 
at Raytheon. Clement lives 
in Burlington and got her 
first taste of teaching as a 
substitute teacher last year 
at Shawsheen. Looking to 
shift to part time, Clement 
sees the opportunity to teach 
at Shawsheen Tech as a 
teaching assistant as a great 
way to introduce engineer- 
ing and other STEM cur- 
riculum to students. 

“I particularly appreciate 
the chance to mentor young 
women going into STEM 
professions. The Shawsheen 
program creates a great 
base for students and the 
Project Lead the Way cur- 
riculum strengthens that 
base,” she said. 

New vocational and tech- 
nical instructors include 
Mary Carroll, Dennis Ford 
and Stephanie DiCecca, 
who will be teaching in the 
Business Technology, 
Plumbing and Metal 
Fabrication/Welding shops

respectively. Carroll grew 
up in Burlington, graduat- 
ed from Burlington High 
School, and earned her de- 
gree in business at UMass 
Lowell. 

Carroll has worked in 
business administration for 
several years. and now 
hopes to give back through 
her teaching. 

She explained, “It’s time 
for me to teach young people 
what I’ve learned in busi- 
ness. When I think about stu- 
dents in high school, this age 
group, it is so critical to 
have positive adult relation- 
ships and I want to be a part 
of that as a mentor and 
teacher who sees them and 
hears them.” 

Ford joins the 
Construction Program as 
an instructor in_ the 
Plumbing shop. He is a 
graduate of Worcester 
Tech’s plumbing program 
and worked for 14 years in 
the Plumbers union. He 
enjoyed his time in the 
trades, but said that while 
working as a plumber he 
noticed that several of his 
colleagues who were plumb-

Asbestos house 
torn down 


Dear editor, 

A house on my street was 
sold recently. Imagine that . 

. in Wilmington. The new 
owner brought in a small 
machine, cleaned the yard, 
ripped up the driveway, rip- 
ped down the stairs, etc. 
Most people in town know 
the drill. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 23, the 
big excavator arrives. That 
afternoon I called Town Hall 
to inquire about and express 
concerns about the asbestos 
siding on the _ property. 
There are many of these 
houses in town and many 
are sided over. 

It can be looked up on the 

_ Town Assessor’s data base. 
The secretary informed me 
that the demo permit, as of 
yet, had not been signed. 
The Building Inspector 
would not be in until next 
week. 

On that Friday, I went to 
the Board of Health and had 
pretty much the same con- 
versation. I was told asbes- 
tos was a state matter. I 
asked about the 10 day noti- 
fication process and I got 
the same state matter 
answer. 

On the following Wednes- 
day, I received a text to get 
home. I arrived to find demo 
had begun and my neighbor 
telling his son to go around 
the neighborhood to tell the 
neighbors to shut their win- 
dows. 

I called the Town Hall and 
was told a permit had been 
signed. When I asked about 


the asbestos I was asked to 
call back in about 20 min- 
utes. I then called WPD. I 
was asked if I had called the 
Town Hall and was asked 
what crime was being com- 
mitted. My answer, “attemp- 
ted murder by asbestos” did- 
n’t go over so well. 

While all of this was going 
on, we are trying to get the 
operator to stop his 
machine. I called the Town 
Hall back as requested. I am 
told the contractor is on his 
way to get state permit. 

About this time the state 
DEP arrives and WPD calls 
me back to tell me state is 
on scene. I say I know I am 
standing here. The property 
now looks like a crime scene 
with yellow tape, danger 
signs, etc. 

On Friday, I went to Town 
Hall and talked to the Assis- 
tant Town Manager. After 
telling her this and telling 
her that the town (in my 
opinion) did not protect the 
residents of the town nor did 
they help the contractor or 
make the contractor do the 
right thing, Ithen asked 
questions. Is there an as- 
bestos protocol? If not, why 
isn’t there? I understand 
Burlington does this in their 
permit process. Maybe other 
people should be asking 
questions. There are houses 
like this all over town. 
Maybe our development 
friendly government needs 
to be reeled in a bit.

Some interesting data has

I would add I 
see some very happy teens 
on these phones but under- 
stand her point. 

I have just a few comments 
on this piece written by psy- 
chologist Jean Twenge in 
that the article goes on to 
draw some connections of 
teens who are into social 
media and heading in the 
direction of depression, 
which obviously is not deter- 
mined or unknown as they 
are our current teens. 

Some of the descriptions in 
this seem on target but feel 
making general statements 
for a cluster of any group

become problematic. While 
I see teens who meet this 
profile, I also feel that the 
iPhone generation (mean- 
ing many of us) try to estab- 
lish a balance between being 
on the iPhone or computer 
with normal person to per- 
son communication. I also 
admire those folks who stay 
away from the iPhones or 
will say, “I just enjoy a per- 
son to person conversation.” 

I would definitely agree 
that the person who crosses 
Main Street holding a book 
or phone in their hands 
looking straight ahead is 
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clueless to dangers lurking. 
This does not only pertain 
to the iGen teens but across 
those of all ages. Those who 
have children or grandchil- 
dren (not to mention teens 
themselves) will certainly 
have opinions on the writ- 
ings of this psychologist. 
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Hate speech and violence - 


School Superintendent. ‘ ; 
Clayton Wilcox of the Char-" 
lotte-Mecklenburg school’ ~ 
district, in the aftermath en 
a march in Charlottesville, ; 
Virginia, commented ‘on, 
opening day to staff stu- 
dents and the press, “the, ~ 
racism and violence must: , 
be condemned in the 
strongest terms.”

Selectmen not ready to comment on Global project 


Dear editor, 

I am writing in response to 
a letter to the editor from 
last week, Aug. 30 as submit- 
ted by Mr. Robert Warren to 
this paper and other media 
outlets. 

I,take issue with much of 
what Mr. Warren offered in 
his letter. But, I acknowledge 
and respect his, and anyone 
else’s right to share their 
viewpoints. What I do not 
respect is any type of blind 
or baseless suggestion or 
innuendo that, by not taking 
a_public position in support 
of or opposition to the Global 
gas station proposal, that I, 
or anyone else in town lead- 
ership, is somehow in being 
“managed” by the former 
Town Manager and/or Board 
of Selectman Chair. That 
suggestion offends me. 

I am managed by ONE 
person in the world. And 
that is me, guided by my 
conscience and my commit- 
ment to my family, my faith 
and my community. Anyone 
who knows me, I am confi- 
dent, will corroborate this. 
On this point, I will speak no 
more. 

Mr. Warren suggests that 
town representatives, and 
from that, I will assume him 
to mean members of the 
Board of Selectmen, have 
remained “silent” on the 
Global gas station proposal. 
I will again correct him in 


pointing to the selectmen 
meeting that took place in 
July. 

At that meeting, a resident 
asked, during public com- 
ments, if any of the members 
of the board wished to articu- 
late their position on the 
project. At that time, I ex- 
pressed my position, which I 
largely maintain today. That 
being that this proposal is in 
its early phases. And, as it is 
being presented before the 
Planning Board, and proba- 
bly eventually before the 
Planning Board of Appeals, I, 
as a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, having no specif- 
ic authority or jurisdiction 
over the matter, was watch- 
ing this keenly as a resident, 
like so many others. 

I expressed then, as I 
maintain now, that with the 
limited information so far 
presented, and with what I 
believe are many more pub- 
lic meetings to be had, I find 
it premature to jump to 
judgement without having a 
complete set of facts from 
the town/planning side as 
well as from the proposer’s. 

In fact, as I write this on 
Monday night, I am aware of 
a Planning Board meeting 
scheduled for this Tuesday 
where they will continue the 
discussion and site plan 
review. I look forward to 
watching and learning more 
from this discussion. Now, I 
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understand that some resi- 
dents may want to hear from 
their elected officials about 
this project. And, I certainly 
respect any of my colleagues 
who may feel inclined, at 
this early juncture, to ex- 
press their own opinion on it. 
But, I refuse to allow myself 
to be pushed into taking a 
position just to pander to the 
anti-Global campaigners. 

I, similarly, cannot express 
support, at this time for this 
project for the reasons stat- 
ed. I just do not feel like I 
have all the answers. What I 
do have, and what all too 
many of us have, is a wealth 
of unsubstantiated, untrue, 
social-media driven rants 
and fear of what this project 
will represent. 

A question in Mr. Warren’s 
piece asked, who do I repre- 
sent. I can say, with convic- 
tion and sincerity, that I rep- 
resent the entire population 
of Wilmington, present, and 
future. I have the serious 
responsibility of thinking 
about Wilmington from a big 
picture perspective, to con- 
sider what is best for our 
community today and for 
generations to come. I do 
not have the luxury of acting 
out of emotion or on rumor 
or innuendo. I feel com- 
pelled to deal in facts. As a 
result, when I feel that I pos- 
sess a complete set of facts, 
I will feel confident and 
comfortable in formulating 
my opinion on this project 
AND on sharing that opinion 
with anyone who cares to 
hear it. 

At the risk of being repeti- 


tive, I'll restate that the 


Board of Selectmen has no 


_ jurisdiction on this matter. 
_ As such, I have been, and 


will continue to be, focused 


_ on the issues and policies on 


which we at the selectmen 
level DO have authority and 
influence and where I feel 
that our efforts are better 
applied. Specifically, issues 
like New England Transrail 


and the Olin Chemical Su- 
perfund Cleanup; working 
with MASS DOT on the Rte. 
38 improvements and the 
Butters Row Bridge replace- 
ment, the facilities Master 
Plan, the town’s <10 per- 
cent “affordable” housing 
stock and the spectre of 40b 
as we approach a census 
year, and many more. 

Now, let me state a few 
observations that I have 
made during these early 
days of the Global Proposal. 
1.) It is NOT a truck stop. 
That question has been 
asked and answered a num- 
ber of times. One can say 
they think it will be a truck 
stop. But, the FACT is, that 
it is not a truck stop. 2.) The 
site is privately owned. As 
such, those owners can, and 
most assuredly will, develop 
the site. The question is 
how? The current proposal 
is the Global Gas station and 
restaurant near Rte 93, on 
the outskirts of the town. If 
this proposal fails or goes 
away, I am not sure that an 
office building with 250+ 
cars at the morning and 
evening rush hours is a bet- 
ter option. 

Similarly, I fear that a 
dense, multi-family residen- 
tial complex there, that 
could come as a Chapter 40B 
project, would similarly 
place hundreds of cars on 
the road at the rush hours. 
3.) My logic tells me that 
from a public safety per- 
spective, having a single site 
for our Police and Fire per- 
sonnel to respond to is better 
than any of the alternative 
multi-unit scenarios. 4.) 
Signs scattered throughout 
Wilmington that read “Put 
Wilmington Families First,” 
suggest that anyone who 
would dare to not be opposed 
to this gas station is some- 
how anti-family. I find that 
suggestion, and the signs 
that state it, to be a cheap 
ploy and to be offensive. 

5.) I know Mr. Newhouse 


and Mr. Caira. I know that 
they both were born and 
raised here and either have 
or are still raising their fam- 
ilies here. And, in the case of 
Mr. Caira, is watching his 
grandchildren grow up here 
too. I know, personally, that 
these two gentlemen have a 
love for this town unequalled 
by anyone else. And, that 
they have a vested interest 
in protecting and preserving 
the town’s future for their 
own families, if not for all of 
ours. Suggesting that either 
of these men are “in it to 
make a buck” is preposter- 
ous. I know both of these 
men from having worked 
closely with them in my 
early days on the Board of 
Selectmen. I know that nei- 
ther would ever sacrifice 
their principles or the well- 
being of the town in which 
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they care for their families 
for any amount of money, 
Lastly, I am challenged and 
frustrated by the idea that: “Tf 
you’re not with me, you are 
my enemy.” It leaves no room 
for compromise or for living 
as neighbors and friends and 
agreeing to disagree. I would 
challenge my friends vand 
neighbors throughout | our 
great town of Wilmington to 
resist the temptation to ‘get 
angry at each other on Social 
media, print media or in pub- 
lic over personal opinions. 
Our country needs to find a 
way to TALK to each ‘other 
and accept and learn from 
each other and move~ the 
ball forward. Let’s start that 
movement here. =

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History: 


Nina’s Boulevard was never built 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 


West Street in Wilmington, 
like the streets of Boston, is 
said to have been laid out by 
cows. Not the same cows, 
but cows of the same mean- 
dering habit. It is a road 
with many curves. 

60 years ago, the town and 
the county were working on 
plans to straighten the road. 
The county was planning to 
rebuild the road from Wo- 
burn Street to Lowell Street. 

The sharpest curves were 
between Nickerson Avenue 
and Grove Street, the latter 
being the old name of Kil- 
marnock Street. 

Just south of Grove Street, 
the road took a turn to the 
left, then a wide turn to the 
right, and then back to the 
left. There were no houses

along the low, winding por- 
tion of the road. Some years 
before, the town had planned 
to install a water main along 
that winding road. Then, 
with the county developing 
plans to straighten the road, 
the town plan was changed 
to run a main along an area 
where the county proposed 
to later build a road. 

The town received an ease- 
ment from Mrs. Nina Fay. 
She and her late husband 
Harold had lived in the 
Eames farmhouse on Woburn 
Street for many years. Ken- 
wood Avenue would later be 
built on a northern portion of 
that farm. The stretch along 
West Street was back land, in 
relation to the farm. 

The proposed road became 
known as “Nina’s Boulevard.” 

Trees were cleared in a 30 


to 50-foot swath and the 
Water Department began 
installing the water main. 

The town, though, had neg- 
lected to work with one 
other property owner in- 
volved. Most of the water 
main would be on land be- 
longing to Mrs. Fay, but a 
small portion of it would 
have gone across part of the 
front yard of John Chris- 
topher, who lived on West 
Street at the corner of Nic- 
kerson Avenue. 

Christopher was quite up- 
set when the town bulldozed 
his flower garden and a tree 
into the swamp. He notified 
the contractor installing the 
main to stop work. At a 
meeting in late August 1957, 
he was critical of town offi- 
cials for being unavailable. 

Selectmen reached an 


agreement with Christopher 
that after the water main 
was completed, his land 
would be restored to its orig- 
inal condition. = 

Two weeks after Christo- 
pher’s meeting with the sel- 
ectmen, the county commis- 
sioners unveiled a radical 
plan for West Street. It would 
have had a 50-foot layout, 
practically straight from 
Lowell Street to Woburn 
Street. . 

That plan, though, was 
never carried out. The road. 
was never built. Over time, 
trees grew back, and it sort 
of disappeared. Much later, 
houses were built along the 
winding stretch of road. 

60 years later, motorists 
are still following the paths 
of ancient cows along the 
course of West Street.

arold Parker State 
Forest is a gem of 
a property virtual- 
p ly right in our 
back yard. Claimed to be 
one of the oldest parks in the 
state’s inventory, Harold 
Parker encompasses 3,500 
acres across four towns. The 
park is a good spot for cam- 
ping, especially if you want 
to give it a whirl for the first 
time and not risk being too 
far from home. Miles and 
miles of hiking trails, sever- 
al. swimming ponds and win- 
ter cross country paths are 
easy to access via the main 
rgads,that cross through the 
area, 

Part. of the Bay Circuit 
Trail runs through Harold 
Parker, a scenic hike that 
runs from Newburyport to 
Duxbury in an arc between 
Routes 95 and 495 and en- 
compassing over 230 miles 
of trails. The state park of- 
fers other types of trails, 
both paved and unpaved. 
Some trails are designated 
“heart healthy.” 

There is not much eleva- 
tion, and views encompass 
ponds, wetlands, woods and 
brooks. Mountain bikes and 
equestrians also frequent the

park and there are loads of 
interesting side trails to 
explore. Even though there 
are gates at trailheads, they 
are just designed to keep out 
vehicular traffic. Visitors are 
welcomed to pass through 
any gate (unless posted) and 
investigate the woods be- 
yond. Trails can be wet at 
times as the area is swampy 
in nature. 

Included in the park is 
Berry Pond recreation area, 
is a charming yet small pic- 
nic and swimming spot. A 
renovation and reopening in 
2016 marked the 100th anni- 
versary of the park. The 
pond had been closed for six 
years due to a drowning. 
Budget cuts had forced the 
pond to stay closed and only 
through strong lobbying by a 
Friends group was the pond 
brought back to life. 

Sand restoration, upgraded 
bathhouse facilities and life- 
guards make this a delight- 
ful place to spend a warm 
afternoon. A terraced picnic 
area with flagstone steps 
leading to the water give a 
nice, almost private estate 
feel to the place. 

It is recommended to wear 
orange or bright blazers 
when walking in the park 
during the fall especially. 
Hunting is allowed at Harold 
Parker during specific sea- 


sons according to Massachu- 
setts state law. There is no 
hunting allowed in the An- 
dover portion of the park, 
and by state rules, no hunt- 
ing is allowed on Sundays, 
but it never hurts to exercise 
caution with strong colors in 
the woods. 

Deer and pheasant are the 
primary trophies, but any 
animal is legitimate to hunt 
on the DCR property. 

The Lorraine Campground 
has 91 spots and can be 
reserved through the Re- 
serve America camping sys- 
tem. Hookups have water 
and a picnic table but no 
electricity. It is a fine place 
with well-spaced spots. The 
kids can bring their fishing 
poles and enjoy an after- 
noon at one of the 11 ponds 
in the park. The ponds were 
hand dug by the Conserva- 
tion Corps during the de- 
pression. There are loads of 
geocaches and letterboxes at 
Harold Parker to fill an af- 
ternoon, as well. 

The park was established 
by Harold Parker, a civil en- 
gineer who was appointed as 
the first chairman of the 
Massachusetts State Forest 
Commission in 1914: and we 
thank him for his vision and 
protection of such an exten- 
sive and diverse natural 
woodland and wetland area.

TEWKSBURY — The Shaw-- 


sheen River runs through 
Tewksbury from the Brown 
Street. bridge on the Biller- 
ica/Wilmington line to the 
Andover line off Vale Street. 

Ajhistorically important ri- 
ver; ‘it has fallen victim to 
constriction by vegetation, 
illegal dumping, and general 
ohstruction from trees who 
have succumbed to time and 
Mother Nature. An incredible 
natural resource in the com- 
munity, the Shawsheen starts 
im Bedford at Hanscom Field 
and works its way through 
Bedford, Billerica, Wilming- 
ton; Tewksbury, Andover and 
North; Andover into Law- 
rence where it meets up with 
thesmighty Merrimack. 

The ;Shawsheen River Wa- 
tershed Association have 
been stewards of the river for 
several decades. The focus of 


the group is to protect, restore 
and enjoy the Shawsheen and 
to that end, has recently had 
a resurgence in membership 
and volunteer activity. 

Tewksbury resident Laurie 
Hartwick along with Bob 
Rauseo and others has been 
actively taking on projects 
such as river clean ups and 
educational outreach events 
to spread the word about the 
Shawsheen. 

“I’ve spoken to people who 
remember the Shawsheen as 
place to swim and boat and 
fish,” Hartwick shared. 

At approximately 25 miles 
in length, the river has rec- 
reation potential for the 
entire area and efforts, cou- 
pled with the Town of Tewks- 
bury’s new launch at 2000 
Whipple Road, are making 
accessibility even easier. 

A recent clean up event 
had volunteers in the Shaw-

Trash removal is a signature 
part of their work, as well. 
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Sadly, dumping is a problem 
and clogs up the river, im- 
pacting its flow and aesthetic. 
The hope is that through 
greater awareness, residents 
will become more invested in 
the river and its health.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Thirty 
years ago this country was 
significantly different than 
what it is today. In fact back 
then, a new house cost 
Americans an average of 
$91,600, a dozen eggs cost 65 
cents, the “TastyBake Oven” 
was the hot toy on the mar- 
ket, the movie “Big” debuted 
and George H. Bush defeat- 
ed Michael Dukakis to 
become the 41st President of 

the United States. 

At that time 1988 (techni- 
cally 29 years ago), Sue 
Hendee was named the WHS 
Girls Soccer coach. After 
serving as an assistant the 
year before under inaugural 
coach Steve Mader, Hendee 
took over in 1988 and has 
been on the sidelines ever 
since. This Wednesday, when 
the Wildcats travel to 
Woburn for the season open- 
er, she will begin her 30th 
season as head coach and 
31st with the program. 

“Yeah, it's very strange,” 
she said with a laugh. 

That team in 1988 finished 
with a record of 11-5-2 and 
those 11 wins stood as the 
fourth highest win total in a 
season until the last six 


years as the team has reeled 
off 15, 19, 16, 18 and 16, com- 
bining for a record of 94-14- 
15, while winning six consec- 
utive league titles (8 in all), 
one Division 2 North 
Sectional Championship and 
one Division 2 state finalist 
trophy. Hendee has a career 
record of 273-200-68. 

“The program has changed 
unbelievably from a bunch 
of rag-tag girls who wanted 
to do something to kids who 
are twenty-four (hours), 
seven (days a week) soccer 
players almost,” she said. “I 
run the program in a similar 
way (from the start) and I 
don't think I have lost the 
emphasis on being a team, 
being strong students in the 
classroom, giving back to 
the community and all of 
that sort of stuff. 

“T think a lot of people have 
really embraced that stuff 
especially the (two) Breast 
Cancer (fundraising games 
against Stoneham). That 
has really been awesome. 
That has really taken off.”

Meet the WHS Football Coaching Staff

WILMINGTON - There's a 
great scene in the movie 
“Major League” where 
Cleveland Indians' fans are 
reading the roster of the 
team and over and over dif- 
ferent people ask “who are 
these guys”? 

Back in February, 
Wilmington introduced its 
new high school football 
coach in Craig Turner. Over 
the next few months he 
assembled his assistants, 
and now all of us are asking 
“who are these guys”? 

For starters, none of the 
coaches from last year or 
from former coach Mike 
Barry's staff have returned. 
Barry went to become an 
assistant at North Andover 
and his two top assistants 
Joe Cavanaugh and Rich 
DeLucia went to Billerica 
and Haverhill, respectively. 

On Turner's staff, several 
of his assistants from when 
he was at Mystic Valley 
Charter have joined him, as 
well as some newcomers 
including Wilmington resi- 
dent Bob Donoghue. He is 
one of six new assistant 
coaches who have joined 
Turner. 

“I think it's great so far,” 
said Donoghue. “The kids 
seem to be having fun and 
we are making progress 
everyday that's for sure. 
We'll see how it goes in the 
first game but I am pretty 
optimistic. Depth wise we're 
not as deep as we would like 
to be but we have some kids 
who can play and some kids 
who are working very hard 
to get there.” 

Donoghue grew up in 
Wilmington but played foot- 
ball at Arlington Catholic 
moving onto to 
State. At 
Framingham, he was a 6- 


‘ foot-3, 250-pound offensive 


lineman and captain during 
his senior season. He earned 
a degree in History with a 
Minor in Secondary 
Education and he is current- 
ly teaching at a middle 
school in Lawrence. 

Last year Donoghue spent 
the year on the Andover 
High School staff before 
coming to Wilmington where 
he will handle the offensive 
line. 

“My best friend who played 
at Stonehill had a friend 
there who is from Billerica 


State playing days. 


and coached with Craig at 
Mystic Valley, so when I saw 
in the newspaper that Craig 
got the job here in 
Wilmington, I said 'congrat- 
ulations' to him and he said 
‘oh are you looking to 
coach?’ and that's how we 
got in touch,” explained 
Donoghue. 

He was then asked about 
being on the Wilmington 
staff. 

“I'm excited. I grew up in 
Wilmington, I went to 
Arlington Catholic but I'm 
still friends with people who 
played football here in 
Wilmington. Before high 
school, I went to every single 
Wilmington High game. 
There's a tradition here of 
winning football and I'm 
excited to hopefully be a 
part of bringing that back.” 

The new staff is imple- 
menting the 'spread offense' 
with hopes of putting a lot of 
points on the board every 
week. It can be a risky 
offense to run, especially if 
you don't have the right guys 
on the _ offensive line. 
Donoghue said that at both 
AC and Framingham and 
even Andover, all he knows 
is 'spread'. 

“We run a whole different 
type of offense and we are 
spreading things out for 
sure. I think that type of 
offense is putting our kids in 
the best position to be suc- 
cessful. We want to get our 
better athletes the ball 
(more),” he said. “We have 
some decent size up there. 
The biggest difference is 
they are going from more of 
a downhill running offense 
to now we're trying to 
spread it out, stretch the 
defense and more passing. 
It's been a challenge but it's 
definitely a work-in

progress.” 

He was then asked what's 
the most difficult adjust- 
ment kids need to make with 
this new offense? 

“J think it's more of a 
mindset (adjustment). It's 
no more 'I got this guy’, it's 
more of a ‘two of us, the 
three of us or the four of us' 
are going to work together in 
the same direction to make 
this happen. If he comes this 
way, I'll do this and if he 
comes that way, I'll do this' 
as opposed to ‘I'm going to 
block him'. We ran 'spread' 
at both AC and Framingham 
so I am real comfortable 
with it. But here, we run 
some 'man' stuff as well, so 
it's not just all 'spread'. We 
do like to spread defenses 
out.” 

While Donoghue has the 
offensive line, Craig Turner 
will coach at the quarter- 
backs and call the offensive 
plays and his brother Sean 
will be the defensive coordi- 
nator and will work with the 
linebackers, and then the 
running backs on offense. 

“Sean worked for me as a 
defensive line coach at 
Mystic and was in charge of 
scouting as well,” said 
Craig. “Sean is a very good 
young coach who coaches 
with the excitement and 
enthusiasm we're looking 
for. Sean was a key contribu- 
tor in the development of our 
offensive and defensive sys- 
tems at Mystic over the last 
four seasons.” 

Jim Rita is also coming 
over from Mystic and he will 
work with the wide receivers 
and defensive backs. 

“Jim worked for me at 
Mystic Valley in the same 
capacity,” said Turner. “Jim 
is an excellent teacher of the 
game and does.-all the dirty 
work behind the scenes. 
Under Jim's tutelage our 
wide receivers at Mystic 
improved every year. Jim 
also was the Head JV coach 
while at Mystic and will con- 
tinue in that role for us here 
at Wilmington.” 

While Donoghue has the 
offensive line, John Fortes of 
North Reading will work 
with the defensive linemen. 

“John graduated this past 
Spring from Endicott 
College where he was a four- 
year player and a three-year 
starter for the Gulls at 
Defensive Tackle,” said 
Turner about Fortes, who 
was foot, 295 during his play- 


ing days. “John was a four- 
year starter at North 
Reading High prior to his 
time at Endicott. While John 
was at Endicott he was a 
two-time all league selec- 
tion.” 

Fortes was also a three- 
time all Cape Ann League 
selection while at North 
Reading and last year had 
an internship with the 
Massachusetts State Police. 

The last spots have gone to 
Mark Gentile, who will be 
the freshman coach and 
Jordan Bolarhino, who will 
be his assistant. 

“Mark has worked for me 
as a volunteer at Mystic for 
the past three seasons. Mark 
has a great deal of experi- 
ence working with Pop 
Warner in Billerica and is an 
excellent teacher of the fun- 
damentals of the game,” 
said Turner. “And Jordan 
was an excellent quarter- 
back at Billerica Memorial 
High School and also played 
quarterback at Plymouth St. 
Jordan has spent the last 
several years working in the 
Billerica Pop Warner system 
as an assistant while in 
school. We're excited for him 
to work with our younger 
skill position players.” 

Though it's only been a few 
weeks and no games have 
been played yet, Donoghue 
believes it's a terrific staff to 
be a part of. 

“Oh they are awesome,” he 
said. “The best part about 
these guys is most of them 
coached at Mystic Valley 
which is a public-charter 
school so they are getting 
kids from all over different 
communities, they get inner- 
city kids, kids who come 
from families who struggle 
economically. I teach in 
Lawrence in a tough neigh- 
borhood. You learn how to 
deal with kids and talk to 
kids. 

“We don't yell. Very rarely 
do we yell as coaches. You 
need to know when to put 
pressure on and when to 
take pressure off and at the 
end of the day we are here to 
help the kids and so they 
have fun and that type of 
thing. That's why I like 
working with this group so 
much. No one is mean to the 
kids. You are stern when you 
have to be but we all get it. 
We all know how to deal with 
kids.”

“(During the pre-season 
scrimmages) we tend to 
sputter at first and then it's 
like 'it's OK, we're good and 
we can start going now’. We 
have had some good success 
throwing the ball,” said 
Turner. “Running the ball, 
well right now the offensive 
line is a work-in progress. 
Even though we have three 
seniors, only one of those 
kids played last year. 
Getting varsity experience 
is getting big for them. 

“The first week was like 
‘this is awful' not because 
the kids weren't working 
hard but trying to teach 
them zone blocking 
schemes and stuff like that 
was like trying to get these 
kids to speak Latin for the 
first time. And I remember 
talking to the offensive line 
coach (Bob Donaghue) and 
on the fourth day everything 
just clicked and it started to 
look good. It's gotten better 
and better each day. I 
wouldn't say that our offen- 
sive line is our strong point 
of the team, it's starting to 
come on. Our last scrim- 
mage last Tuesday, the 
group was very, very good.

BILLERICA -- For the past 28 seasons, the Shawsheen Tech 
Volleyball team has been led by one man, with Chet Flynn 
patrolling the sideline for the Lady Rams, leading them to 
over 300 victories and a pair of league titles. 

He will no doubt be a tough act to follow, but thankfully for 
the Lady Rams, they have been able to put the program in 
some very capable hands, as taking over the reins of the pro- 
gram this season will be Wilmington resident Anne 
DeMarco, who brings a very impressive resume of her own 
to the Shawsheen sideline. 

DeMarco is certainly familiar with the Shawsheen pro- 
gram, having served as Flynn’s assistant for the past four 
seasons, but her experience goes well beyond her time at 
Shawsheen, as she had previously served as an assistant 
coach at Billerica High for nine seasons under the direction 
of head coach Anne McNulty. 

DeMarco also put together quite the resume as player, hav- 


ing played at Billerica High, followed by a four year career 


at UMass Lowell, and she is wasting very little time in put- 
ting her own personal stamp on this year’s team. 

“T am running things a little differently,” DeMarco said. “It 
took me a long time to learn the best way to coach for both 
me and the athletes. I tested them to make sure they were 
all in shape, and practices are very structured and challeng- 
ing. The girls are learning a lot, and they are very excited 
about the season.” 

Also helping ease her transition into the head coaching role 
has been her assistant coach, Katie Hogan of Tewksbury, a 
former star player for the Lady Rams. 

“Katie has been great,” DeMarco said. “She was a volun- 
teer coach with me and Chet for four years, so we work real- 
ly well together.” 

Shawsheen athletic director Al Costabile is also very excit- 
ed about the season, and is confident that DeMarco will ably 
fit Flynn’s big shoes. 

“We are very, very happy to have Anne on board,” Costabile 
said. “This is her first head coaching experience, but she 
has some great experience as an assistant both here and at 
Billerica, and she is a very accomplished player. She is a 
hard worker. Her work ethic and her organizational skills 
are very, very impressive. That is something that I noticed 
right away.” 

While she has made some changes to fit what she feels 
works best, DeMarco is also using lessons she learned from 
Flynn to help her be the best coach she can be. 

“Chet taught me patience,” DeMarco said. “It took me a 
long time to learn how to be patient with athletes. When I 
first started coaching I was much more demanding, but I 
have calmed down quite a bit. It took a long time, but I am 
there now. I have been coaching 15 or 16 years now between 
camps and teams, so I feel like I am much better at it now.” 

While DeMarco not be quite as much of a task master as 
she might have been in the past, she still expects the best out 
of her players, and will settle for nothing less than their best 
effort. 

“J was a hard worker and that’s what I look for in my. play- 
ers,” DeMarco said. “I know these players can be pushed 
and become better players over time. That is what I have 
been doing, and they have been responding to it.” 

Along with the hard work that DeMarco expects from her 
players, there is another aspect of the game that she hopes 
to instill in her players. 

“The thing that’s most important to me is to instill my pas- 
sion for the game into my players,” DeMarco said. “I want 
them to enjoy the game, and to become lifelong volleyball 
players.” 

Costabile has little doubt that if her players listen to her, 
they will develop that lifelong love of the game, along with 
learning a lot about the game this season. 

“She has a great knowledge of the game,” Costabile said. 
“When I looked at her resume when she applied for the assis- 
tant coaching job, she reminded me of what I did myself as 
far as immersing myself in the game. I said to myself this is 
truly somebody who put in the time to be as good as she 
could possibly be. We are very happy to have her.” 

DeMarco has certainly felt very welcomed at Shawsheen 
from the administration to her fellow coaches. 

“It’s wonderful to work here,” DeMarco said. “All of the 
coaches have been great and coach Costabile has been very 
supportive in everything I do, as has (superintendent) Mr. 
Broadrick. They are very excited for the season.” 

DeMarco herself can’t wait for the season to get underway. 

“J am very excited about it,” DeMarco said. “We have been 
planning for this season since May of last year, so I can’t 
wait to get started.”

BILLERICA -- For a dozen 
years the Shawsheen Tech 
Golf team has had a run of 
dominance nearly unparal- 
leled by any high school 
team in any sport, winning 
league titles in each of those 
seasons.

the first time in school histo- 
ry they have captured back 
to back crowns in that tour- 
nament.

It was a life-chang- 
ing experience for me. From 
the time I finished cheering 
in 2000, I had been involved 
in hundreds of charity 
events raising money for 
dozens of organizations.” 

Since she retired from 
cheering, LaVita's life has 
changed dramatically. She 
currently lives in North 
Reading with her 12-year-old 
and is a fitness and teaching 
instructor at 'Livin' LaVita 
Loca Fitness' which is locat- 
ed at 885 Main Street in 
Tewksbury. Her son was in 
the stands last Thursday and 
was able to watch his moth- 
er perform. 

From the time LaVita left 
the Pats until last Thursday, 
she said that through social 
media, she has been able to 
keep in touch with so many 
of her former teammates 
and friends. However, one 
very close friend was not 
able to make it to the 
reunion. 

“IT met so many amazing 
people in my four years on 
the squad,” she said. “Many 
of who are lifelong friends. 
With the help of Facebook 
we've all been able to keep 
in touch over the years. 
Back in January of 2016, we 
lost the greatest person, 
teammate and cheer sister 
to breast cancer. Stacie 
Schifino cheered for many 
years on the team and was a 
shining star and such a pos- 
itive light for so many of us. 
She was everyone's biggest 
cheerleader. 

“When she was sick and 
going through treatments 
she would talk about us 
doing an alumni perform- 
ance one day and we all 
vowed that we would make it 
happen one way or another. 
When she passed it was the 
hardest time for everyone. 
She left behind an amazing 
husband and two beautiful 
children. 


“Her passing brought so- 


many of us together again 
and reignited the passion 
that we all have for this 
team and the memories 
we've all made with each 
other over the years.

Also during her senior year 
in high school, she repre- 
sented the United States as 
an All-Star Cheerleader and 
performed in Dublin, 
Ireland. She went on to 
cheer for Boston University 
from 1995-'97 and during her 
time there, the team com- 
peted in the Nationals in 
Daytona Beach, coming in 
second place. 

From there, DuLong made 
the Patriots' cheerleading 
team in '97. She was a mem- 
ber for three years, '97-'99, 
took a year off in 2000 and 
moved to New York City. She 
was named the “best 
dancer” award as a rookie 
cheerleader during her first 
season. She returned a year 
later for graduate school, re- 
auditioned and made the 
team again serving two 
more years from 2001-'03. 

During her tenure, she was 
there for the final game at 
the old Foxboro Stadium, 
she was there for the 'Snow 
Bowl' game, there for the 
Pats first Super Bowl title, 
was there when Tom 
“Brody” took over for Drew 
Bledsoe and she was there 
representing the team at the 
America Bowl in Mexico 
City, Mexico in 1998, as part 
of the performance team 
which danced for US Troops 
at the Eglin Air Force Base 
in Florida and at Fort Hood 
in Texas. 

“I remember the Snow 
Bowl game. It amazingly 
cold night at the stadium 
when the snow started 
falling during the game,” 
she recalled. “All the cheer- 
leaders were dancing and 
the heat from our bodies 
was melting the snow on our 
heads. But then it was re- 
freezing and making icicles 
in our hair.

“And when Adam Vinatieri 
made the famous kick to win 
the game, the dome. cele- 
brated - but only half of the 
people were cheering. It 
wasn't the explosion of 
shouts and applause that we 
were used to. The whole vic- 
tory didn't feel real until we 
returned to Boston, when 
the planes carrying the play- 
ers, coaches and cheerlead- 
ers landed at Logan airport. 
We could see there were 
dozens of fire trucks and 
police cars all lined up with 
lights and sirens on but then 
we saw all the Patriots flags, 
jerseys, and signs - realizing 
they were the fans coming to 
greet the returning world 
champions! Fans had lined 
the highway overpasses with 
signs the whole route. to 
Foxboro. Friends were send- 
ing me messages that we 
were on TV. There was a hel- 
icopter following the buses 
home to the stadium and it 
was being broadcast on 
CNN. 

“It was a once in a lifetime 
experience to be a part of 
the first Patriots team to 
win the Super Bowl and I 
will literally never forget it. 
My eyes still swell up with 
tears when I remember the 
celebrating at our home- 
coming that day, as well as 
riding on the ducks for the 
rolling rally after.” 

Just like her friend LaVita, 
DuLong's life has changed 
quite a bit since those cheer- 
ing days with the Pats. She 
is now married to her hus- 
band Michael Close, who is a 
Massachusetts State 
Trooper for the past eight 
years and they have two 
children Emma, 5, and 
Benjamin, 4.

WILMINGTON - On 
September 17, a great fall 
tradition will continue here 
in Wilmington, when the 
Wilmington/Tewksbury 
Chamber of Commerce 
hosts the 13th Annual run- 
ning of their Half Marathon 
and 5K Run or Walk.
